Equality of the States 


iu the Senate la one of the great com- 
promises of tha Constitution.

It lives for the day, 
and never (jets uivtuh farther back thin 
the last deal tu Wall strent. Silver in 
default of railroad stooku in the g*mole 
of the hour, and »ny Constitutional 
form such us the equality of the States 
in toe Senate, which, seems to bar tbe 
way, ought to be removed, it is tnongbt, 
forthwith.' But while enlarging ou the 
fact that little Colorado, or little Ne- 
vada, has just as much power in the 
Senate as big NBM York, tha Times ne- 
glected to mention that its State has 
thirty-fonr members of the House ol 
KfpreseutdtiTea wniln Neyadu and Col- 
orado bfive only one eaun. 


Toe Home is the popular branch of 


the National Legislature. In it big New 
Voik, by reason oi its large population, 
has a great preponderance. If more 
care bad been manifested in admitting 
lie* States, that preponderance would 
be mathema'iually exact. But as it is, 
it is sufficient to show that the popu- 
lous States have no grievance whatever. 
If population were to be the basis of 
representation, in both Senate and 
House, it is quite certain that a group 
of large States would be formed to run 
the country, as the phrase goed, iu their 
own interest. There would, in that 
case be no rights in the smaller and 
outlying Stales, which that group need 
tespeot. We do not wish to say auy- 
thing injurious or offansive, but it seems 
to us that all the talk about theiujustica 
of the inequality of the States in the 
Senate, in view of tbe hulory of the 
Government, is the merest babble. The 
notion is one that was presented one 
bnndred years ngo, and was then ex- 
ploded. No Coutederatiou of Sovereign 
States, with a obanoe for life, could be 
formed without it. It is for:unate for 
the country that the men who'would 
wrench our Government out of all shape 
to accomplish a temporary purpose, are 
few iu number and are not often ac- 
corded tbe opportunity of ventilating 
their crudities, which the Times is now 
furnishing."

Tlie lord and master ol 
tills vast entate personally eupui int ;U(i- 
ed the uuuieious interests appeKuunug 
to It. 
HB and the faithful ivLmha di- 


vid"d the care uud shared Ihe dignity of 
an establishment which was the huuiu 
of hundreds of seivaiits, uialu and fe- 
male. Most of them wure slaves, whose 
little cabins doited tbe esUtn. Iu his 
will Wa&hiugtou directed that those 
ahould bo liutiruted uuu provided with 
the means of earning a livelihood. 
Nearly a hundred heavy horses and 
mules, uuuierourj high-bred riding and 
carriage boises, uioro than three hun- 
dred nea I of cattle, ami sheep ami pigs 
almost innumerable stocked tbe estate, 
upon which vast crops were raised and 
truui whence, they wero shipped to 
maikft. 
While tlie mistress superiu^ 


tended tbe Hpininug and mure familiar 
occupations of tbe household, tbe dig- 
nified master spent the greater part ot 
aiuiont every day ou huisebauk in the. 
active direction of affairs pastoral, agii- 
cuitural and commercial. 
His litter 


afleinoous were spent tu dinner with 
his secretary, and bis evenings in the 
relaxation of innocent domestic pleas- 
ures Illustrious guests sat at bis table, 
and neighborly visits were exchanged.

chariot and six horses, with servants in 
splendid livery, were su-ne times iu 
requisition when, in great state, the re- 
tired] hero and statesman auii his wife 
made a ceremonious visit. Always lb<-' 
majestic figure of Washington *as tbe 
foreground of tbe picture.

dldd the debolale widow retired to the 
room in the attic .stoiy from whence, 
not long afterwards, her spirit fle>t to 
renew a companionship perfected by 
forty years of married life.

THK DEATH CHAMBER. 


George Washington died in a small 


room in tbe second btoiy. Th« cham- 
ber looks as nearly as possible like what 
it was on December 14, 179!>. Its four- 
post large mahogany bedstead is the 
same, and those band irons in tlie fire- 
place were in nse on the Winter's night 
when "the father of bis country" ex- 
pired. His heart-broken widow made 
ber stay in tbe attic story after this sad 
event. While of tbe furniture uow in 
the. room, only tbe mahogany wasbstand 
was actually usftl by her, its appearance 
when she occupied it bus b-en cleverly 
reproduced. Interest apst lira is center- 
ed in the two apartments described, Ihe
